A team of American arch 
aecologists looking for the re 
mains of Noah’s Ark reported 
Friday several pmces of wood, 
apparently part of a huge boat, 
have been found 14,000 feet 
up the slopes of Mount Ararat 
in Eastern Turkey, They esti- 
mated it had been there since 
2,500 B, C. and that it was from 
a boat about 700 feet long and 
35 feet wide 

There are peopte who will 
readily agree that the archae 
ologists have actually found 
what is left of Noah’s Ark, 
while others will come forth 
with all kind of evidence to 
prove that it isn’t. That’s the 
way we are, Personally I think 
they have found the original 
boat, because people back in 
those days would have had a 
mighty tough time getting a 
boat 14,000 feet up a mountain

It will be difficult to prove 

the dimensions are different 
from the figures given in the 
Bible. According to Genesis, 
the Ark was 300 cubits long, 
50 cubits wide, and 30 cubits 
high. Not knowing what a cubit 
is, I asked one of the boys in 
the shop who sort of goes in 
for that kind of stuff, and he 
said a cubit was the distance 
from the elbow to the hand, 
but when I questioned him real 
close he didn’t know whose el- 
bow they used for measuring. 
A cubit on a six foot man 
would measure about 14 
inches. Noah was 600 years old 
and maybe his arm had sort 
of shrunk up some, On the oth- 
er hand, maybe he had extra 
long arms which came in han- 
dy for catching pigs and goats 
and the other animals he had 
to gather up

to first believe that the Bibli- 
al story is correct and accept 
the facts and figures as out- 
lined on pages 6, 7 and 8 of 
the Old Testament. If you don't

Injured Employees 
Should Apply For 
Benefits Promptly 


Many people who have be- 
come unable to work because 
of illness or injury are running 
the risk of losing cash disabili- 
ty benefits because they do 
not apply for them promptly, 
Harry N. Scott, district man 
ager of the Dothan office of 
the U.S. ‘Social Security Ad- 
ministration, announced today. 
Even though disability insur- 
ance benefits have been paya- 
ble under the Social Security 
Act for 5 years now, he stated, 
many people do not know that 
they must file an application 
to become entitled to benefits. 
Disability benefits can be paid 
under the following conditions, 
according to Scott. 

1. The worker must be un- 
able to perform any kind of 
work because of an illness or 
injury. 

2. The condition must have 
existed six months and be ex- 
pected to continue indefinitels 


3. The worker have 
been either employed or self- 
employed in work covered by 
the Social Security Act for 5 
years out of the 10 years: be 
fore the disability began

Under 
the program, the trainee fires 
at pop-up targets at unknown 
distances on terrain which du- 
plicates combat areas. 

Other highlights in his in- 
tensive basic training schedule 
include squad tactics, bayonet 
drill, hand-to-hand combat, and 
a night problem against an 
“agressor” force. He will also 
craw] the rugged infiltration 
course while live machine-gun 
fire pops overhead. 

During his seventh week of 
training, he lives in the field 
under conditions simliar to 
those of a combat soldier. Mov- 
ing over rough terrain, he has 
a chance to participate in rea 
listic combat situations and to 
apply his newly acquired skills
